The Intellectual clisses in Germany 
include students, says Allan Brock; 
■R-ay Latham, McGill P A. now studying 
at Berlin. I n a letter to the McGiH 
Daily describing conditions in Ger- 
many. Although the students form the 
second poor-en class in the country 
they are everywhere treated with gxeut 
respect. The economic problems of 
Germany, such .is the tariff question 
and the proMcm? cf foreign capital, 
are. he states, very similar to those ::i 
Carada.

Fifty Hours Solo Flight for 
Commercial Pilots — Dan- 
gerous Flying 

Taking as his example a company 
Starting air operations In Canada, 
Major A. T. Cowley pointed out to the 
members of the L'ght Aeroplane Club 
the, procedure it would have to co 
through and tho regulations it would 
have to comply with before It could 
begin actual flying. The title ot Major 
Cowley's address was "Air Iteglll.l- 
t'ons," and he dealt especially Willi 
thos'; of Canada. 

The speaker traced his history of 
a!r regulations from the Great War to 
tho present day. At the close of the 
war, Europe found herself overcrowd- 
ed with aircraft. These worn all mili- 
tary. If they became civil, regulations 
would have to be Introduced to control 
their activities. Since tiie aircraft be- 
belongs to various nations an interna- 
tional Imperative. This matter was 
dealt with at the Versailles Conference 
by a specially appointed sub-commit- 
tee. Twenty-two countries were repre- 
sented on this committee. Including 
Canada and the United States, ni- 
Ihoilgh the latter withdrew almost im- 
mediately. 

Tins cotnmic.ee drafted a sot of re- 
gulations which were to be follow -d 
as nearly as possible by tho individual 
states. These regulations are continu- 
ally revised at the semi-annual meet- 
ings of the representatives. Canada is 
represented by the Uritish delegate al- 
though she has a right to send on-: 
of her own. The duties of this commis- 
sion Include the receiving and submit- 
ting of proposals and tho collecting of 
all available information regarding 
aircraft. One of their chief objects :s 
tho establishing of a system of uni- 
form mapping throughout the signat- 
ory states. 

Canada must draw up her own re- 
gulation i to su t this International con- 
vention. However. Canada is In a pe-

I3ooks on Canada Shown in 
Reading Room Balcony

Illuminated manuscripts and pages 
in Italian, German and French are at 
! present on view In the Itedpath Llb- 
I rary Reading r.oom. Most of these are 
In Gothic characters in red, black ar.d 
gold, decorated with miniatures, and 
surrounded with borders of fruits and 
flowers In many colors. In the baiccr-y 
abovo the Reading Room there Is on 
display a set of books, maps, ar.d dia- 
ries dealing wirh voyages a-.d discov- 
eries in Canada from o'.i Quebec to 
the Pacific coast and f.-em the Arctic 
circle to the Great Likes. 

Among the manuscripts in the show- 
case of the Reading Room are some 
good samples of old lettering and de- 
corating work. Some of the best con- 
tain minatures depictlrg Bibl: scenes 
with borders around the lettering in 
many colors showing fruits, fics-ers. 
birds, tendrils, scrolls and figures. 
; One border in particular showed ara- 
bes. jue designs suggesting- wrought 
metal work. This was in shaded gold 
on a blue background. 

The display on the gallery begins 
with maps of different parts of the 
world, and with books on Columbus 
and his discoveries. This Is a sort of 
preliminary to the display of discov 
erics in Canada. Jacques Cartier Is 
shown taking possession at Hochela 
ga while various books described bis 
voyages.

Hospital last night before the Medical 
So. lety, -it appears to a modern méd- 
irai man that h! 3 chief aim. was not 
to euro the patient but to seperate 
the patient's soul from his body. Un- 
sanitary conditions, humbuggery, and 
superstition were the order of the day, 
and any honest physician had quite a 
hard time Ir. his search after know- 
led?c." 

The outstanding physician of eight- 
eenth century England was Dr. George 
Fordicc. Rom Scotland In 1735, he 
Obtained his M.A. from Aberdeen Uni- 
versity at c-e early age cf fourteen. 
In 1753 he go: h!a JI.D. from Edin- 
burgh and came a; the a.?s of twenty- 
two, ti London. 

The London of those days certainly 
was •enpreposi.-.S'. The unnared streets 
were full 0 f nits, very iitsty on dry 
days and ar.kie deep i.t mud on wet 
days. Although -hers were no Olvvfc- 
to' splash recti on ir.sccent passers- oy 
the horses of the gentle classes did their 
share cf reining clcthes. The pave- 
ment was or. tie same level with the 
rest cf the street and often below it. 
Paradoxically c-cugh. tho gentleman 
of th-: tirr.cj n-cn only white silk 
clothes on rainy iaj-3 as* black stuffs 
on fine days. 

Drc'rplr.g ga.-b.-Lge from storey win- 
dows on the heads of peopla in tho 
street^ was considered as a hugts jofea. 
and was taken in good itumour.

U ©Î polit-s. But if urped to star.d for election, ho should by all means 
90 so, tir.le.ss by special research work in his profession, he is worklns on 
projects lhsble to revolutionize bis science. 

A jn'.aist*r is definitely debarred from entrance Into politics, unless he 
give* np his mlnmry. We suppose that, most of the students in law school

politics. Teachers an.*, professor? would rarely answer the call, because 
tkelr poatUom wouia probsMy bt lost if they stood for election.

cullar position, since the only foreign 
country with which she has any fly- 
ing communient ions Is the United 
States, a non signatory state. Conse- 
quently, sirinin of the rules In id down 
In the convention cannot hp applied 
too strictly In the case of this country. 
In lMf, Cnnndn passed the Air Board 
Act, which established a permanent 
board to control aviation In the domin- 
ion. 

The speaker, then, outlined the du- 
ties of tho hoard. These duties com- 
prise maintaining nil government air- 
craft, aerodromes nml air buildings; 
co-operating with all other of ills 
Majesty's services; drafting such re- 
gulations us are considered necessary 
for Canada nnd territorial waters; and 
the registration und licensing of air- 
craft, aerodromes, niid air stations, nnd 
also the cancelling of iho snmc. Be- 
sides this, they are supposed to mip 
out air routes. This Air Board no 
longer exists, however. Tho govern- 
ment Air Services conies directly un- 
der the Department of National Bo- 
fence.

.Major Cowley also stated Hint pilots 
need licenses. The licenses foe private 
nml coinmei'Mul pilots differ greatly. A 
commercial pilot requires fifty hours 
solo fllglil, whereas a private pilot re- 
quires nunc The inost highly skilled 
Job in noioiKiutlcs Is that of the alr- 
engluver. lie must be a man Of a large 
experience In the nlr, a flrst-rnln iric- 
chimlu and possessing detailed theoro- 
tlcal knowledge. 

'i'her,. are soin.., iules of tho air 
which all pilots should know, hut 
which ninny of them do not. Tho ma'n 
rillo Is a I way h to keep to the right, 
cither In mooting or overtaking, duck- 
lug or curving' fantastically are no; 
ct'thodox or sale. Generally spcqk'ng, 
training ramps make tholr own ru'es 
so that it Is Impossible to state any 
widespread rules' In regard to landing 
or lak'ng off. 

The speaker turned his nttent'on to 
dangerous f'ylng, which plays an im- 
portant part ;n modern aeronautics. 
Fly'lig over towns must bo high 
cnoug'ii to ensure safety, and trick 
flying over h town or populated area 
Is absolutely torb'ddon unless special 
perm'sslon is obta'ned. The dropping 
of arllc'os capable of caus'ng Injury 
is prohib'ted strictly, th's applies par- 
ticularly to commercial travellers.
